few  weeks  ago,  is  front, 
ter  once  again  and  could  find  its 
way  on  the  ballot  in  as  many  as 
five  states,  with  two  of  them 
(Maine  and  Oregon)  possibly 
legalizing  same  sex  marriage  and  two 
(Minnesota  and  North  Carolina)  going  in 
the  opposite  direction  by  proposing  to 
change  state  constitutions  to  define  mar¬ 
riage  as  between  a  man  and  a  woman. 

It  could  appear  on  the  ballot  in  a  fifth 
state,  Maryland,  if  a  bill  legalizing  same 
sex  marriage  passes  that  state's  legislature 
and  citizens  there  try  to  reverse  the  law. 

All  total,  at  least  10  states  could  see  same 
sex  marriage  as  a  major  political  issue  next 
year  —  many  of  them  battleground  states 
for  the  2012  presidential  race. 

Supporters  of  same  sex  marriage  seem 
to  have  the  momentum  right  now,  and 
they  may  have  added  to  it  July  2  when 
Rhode  kland  Gov.  Lincoln  Chafee,  a  for¬ 
mer  Republican  US.  Senator  and  now  an 
Independent  signed  a  bill  legalizing 
same-sex  civil  unions.  That  action  made 
the  state  the  ninth  to  pass  a  law  granting 
same  sex  couples  the  legal  benefits  of  mar¬ 
riage  without  using  the  word,  marriage. 

The  bill,  though,  fell  short  of  what 
homosexual  activists  had  wanted:  full 
legal  standing  for  same  sex  marriages. 

Jimmy  Porter,  executive  director  of  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Christian  Action 
Commission  in  Jackson,  said  there  is  cur¬ 
rently  no  viable  political  movement  in 
Mississippi  to  legalize  same  sex  marriage. 

“The  Christian  Action  Commission  is 
not  aware  of  any  group  or  groups  propos¬ 
ing  legislation  to  legalize  same  sex  mar¬ 
riages  in  Mississippi,  now  or  the  near 
future.  The  elected  leadership  in 
Mississippi  is  and  will  be  very  conserva¬ 
tive  ana  committed  to  the  definition  of 
marriage  as  stated  in  The  Mississippi 
Marriage  Amendment  —  which  passed  in 
November  2004  with  86%  in  favor." 


The  Mississippi  constitutional  amend¬ 
ment  also  bars  legal  recognition  of  same 
sex  marriages  performed  in  other  states 
and  foreign  jurisdictions. 

Brian  Brown  is  president  of  the 
National  Organization  for  Marriage  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  an  organization  that 
promotes  traditional  marriage  and  fami¬ 
ly  values.  He  believes  the  other  side  is 
not  winning.  His  group  helped  defeat 
same  sex  marriage  in  Maine  in  2009  and 
California  in  2008,  and  has  pledged  two 
million  dollars  to  defeat  Republican  leg¬ 
islators  in  New  York  who  voted  for  tne 
same  sex  marriage  bill. 

"We've  never  lost  a  popular  vote," 
Brown  told  Baptist  Press.  ‘New  York  was 
a  big  loss,  but  it  was  unique  because  it 
involved  the  corruption  of  Albany  (the 
state  capitol)  and  Republicans  being  will¬ 
ing  to  sell  out  their  voters  for  promises  of 
money...  You  have  civil  unions  instead  of 
same  sex  marriage  in  Rhode  Island,  and 
that's  a  pretty  stunning  defeat  for  sup¬ 
porters  of  same  sex  marriage.  Rhode 
Island  is  one  of  the  most  Democratically- 
controlled  states  in  the  country. 

"Gay  marriage  is  going  to  be  a  major, 
major  issue  in  the  presidential  election." 

Here  is  where  the  issue  stands  in  sev¬ 
eral  key  states: 

•  Minnesota:  Voters  there  will  decide 
a  constitutional  amendment  in  2012  that 
would  define  marriage  in  the  traditional 
sense.  The  vote  in  the  left-leaning  state 
could  swing  the  momentum  back  to  tra¬ 
ditionalists,  or  it  could  make  Minnesota 
the  first  state  to  defeat  such  an  amend¬ 
ment  at  the  ballot. 

•  North  Carolina:  The  legislature,  led 
by  Republicans  for  the  first  time  since 


1898,  is  expected  to  vote  later  this  year  or 
early  next  year  and  place  a  marriage 
amendment  on  the  2l)l2  ballot.  North 
C  volina  is  the  only  state  without  a  mar¬ 
riage  amendment  in  what  generally  is 
considered  to  be  the  Southeast  region. 

•  Iowa:  The  Iowa  legislature  may 
have  the  votes  to  place  a  constitutional 
marriage  amendment  on  the  ballot,  but 
Senate  Majority  Leader  Mike  Gronstal,  a 
Democrat  and  same  sex  marriage  sup¬ 
porter,  says  he  won’t  allow  a  vote. 

Traditionalists  say  they'll  make  it  an 
issue  in  2012.  Republicans  control  the 
state  House  but  Democrats  hold  a  26-24 
edge  in  the  Senate.  Same  sex  marriage  is 
legal  in  the  state  via  court  order. 

•  New  Hampshire:  The  Republican-led 
legislature  is  expected  by  early  next  year 
to  try  to  reverse  the  state's  same  sex  mar¬ 
riage  law,  which  was  passed  when 
Democrats  were  in  control.  The  bill  likely 
will  pass,  but  it  is  unknown  whether  the 
Republicans  have  the  votes  to  override  a 
veto  by  Democratic  Gov.  John  Lynch. 

The  vote  could  make  the  issue  a  sig¬ 
nificant  one  in  die  Republican  Party's 
first-in-the-nation  primary  there. 

•  Maine:  After  losing  in  2009,  homosexu¬ 
al  groups  in  the  state  say  they  will  try  in 
2012  to  legalize  same  sex  marriage  at  the 
ballot.  The  two  groups  —  Equality  Maine 
and  Gay  and  Lesbian  Advocates  and 
Defenders  —  must  collect  57,000  signatures. 

•  Maryland:  A  bill  to  legalize  same  sex 
marriage  could  come  up  again  in  the 
Maryland  legislature  tins  year  or  next 
year,  after  it  failed  to  gain  majority  sup¬ 
port  in  March.  Supporters  hope  the  New 
York  victory  will  boost  their  chances.

Okie  day  recently,  I  saw  the 
same  doctor  in  the  hospital.  As 
we  visited  I  jokingly  remarked 
to  him  that  it  took  me  a  while 
hut  I  had  finally  figured  out 
that  doctors  were  not  too 
smart  He  looked  at  me  kind  of 
funny.  I  went  on  to  say  that  the 
reason  I  said  that  was  I  knew 
that  they  study  for  years,  hone 


their  skills,  and  sharpen  their 
minds.  Then  many  times  as  I 
get  up,  start  my  day,  and  am  on 
an  early  morning  walk  at  5  JO 
or  6  JO,  the  only  people  I  see 
going  to  work  are  doctors. 
They  work  all  day  and  into  the 
night  so  I  am  assuming  that 
they  must  not  be  too  bright. 
As  1  hope  you  know  and  he 
understood,  it  was  just  a  back- 
handed  compliment  because 
this  physician  is  both  gifted, 
and  hardworking. 

As  I  reflected  on  his  Father's 
Day  experiences,  I  thought  of 


all  the  multidte'abilities  that 
were  called  tor  as  he  moved 
from  one  thing  to  another  and 
then  another,  not  just  dealing 
with  people's  physical  prolv 
lems  but  touching  them  spiri¬ 
tually,  intellectually,  emotional¬ 
ly,  and  then  interacting  with 
multiple  layers  of  needs  of 
family  and/or  friends  that 
were  walking  along  with  the 
patient.  As  soon  as  he 
processed  the  critical  needs  of 
one  person,  there  were  others 
who  were  waiting  just  down 
the  hall  and  around  the  comer. 

So  it  was  that  the  Lord  took 
this  teachable  moment  in  my 
life  to  expand  my  prayer 
involvement,  care,  and  support 
for  these  wonderful  Christian 
men  and  women  who  touch 
bless,  help,  and  encourage  so 
many  people  day  after  day. 
May  the  Lord  broaden  all  of 
our  circle  of  friends,  families, 
and  servants  who  are  making  a 
difference  in  our  world.

by  the  legislature 
elected  in  2007  who  began 
their  four  year  term  in  2008, 
and  it  is  this  same  legislature 
who  is  now  primarily  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  downgrade  of 
Mississippi's  prolife  rating 
from  7th  to  10th  in  the  nation. 

This  downward  trend  since 
2008  is  certainly  not  due  to 
the  lack  of  solid,  prolife  legis¬ 
lation  being  introduced  and 
considered  by  the  Miss. 
Legislature.  While  the  Miss. 
Senate  and  Miss.  Senate  lead¬ 
ership  have  supported  prolife 
legislation,  leadership  in  the 
Miss.  House  has  not. 

The  downward  trend  of 
Mississippi's  prolife  ranking 
is  due  to  a  lack  of  prolife  lead¬ 
ership  of  some  of  the  commit¬ 
tee  chairmen  in  the  Miss. 
House.  These  chairmen  have 


been  responsible  for 
ttk  I  considering  prolife 
I  legislation  and  have 
1  I  allowed  prolife  legisla- 
■  I  tion  to  die  in  commit- 
gm  I  tee  without  ever  hav- 
W  I  ing  a  chance  to  be 
I  voted  for  on  the  floor 
I  of  the  Miss.  House. 
I  However,  there  has 
j  I  been  enough  votes  on 
*  the  floor  of  the  Miss. 

I  House  to  pass  prolife 
legislation  if  prolife 
legislation  had  been 
passed  out  of  these 
committees. 

Examples  of  recent  prolife 
bills  that  have  been  intro¬ 
duced  but  died  in  the  House 
are  HB  656  and  SB  2036.  HB 
656  proposed  to  make  it  a 
felony  to  transport  a  minor  to 
another  state  for  an  abortion 
without  parental  consent. 
This  bill  died  in  a  Miss. 
House  committee.  SB  2036 
would  have  required  physi¬ 
cians  who  perform  abortions 
in  clinics  to  be  board  certified 
in  OB/GYN.  It  also  died  in  a 
Miss.  House  committee. 

Another  bill  that  died  in  a 
Miss.  House  committee  was  a 
bill  that  has  been  introduced 
three  years  in  a  row.  It  is 
known  as  the  Child  Protection 
Act,  SB  2498.  If  passed,  it 
would  have  required  mandato¬ 
ry  reporting  of  sexual  crimes

against  minors,  and  mandatory 
retainment  of  DNA  of  a  fetus 
for  the  purpose  of  document¬ 
ing  the  perpetrator  of  a  sex 
crime  against  the  minor,  thus 
making  it  easier  for  prosecu¬ 
tion.  Again,  this  is  tne  third 
year  that  committees  in  the 
Miss.  House  have  failed  to  bet¬ 
ter  protect  the  unborn  by 
killing  this  bill. 

As  previously  noted,  these 
prolife  bills  have  died  in  commit¬ 
tee  in  the  Miss.  House,  and  such 
legislation  would  fair  a  much  bet¬ 
ter  chance  of  passing  if  Miss. 
House  committee  chairmen 
would  allow  prolife  legislation  to 
be  introduced  on  the  Miss  House 
floor  for  discussion  and  a  vote. 

When  Mississippians  elect  a 
new  Miss.  House,  these  represen¬ 
tatives  will  in  turn  elect  and  serve 

under  a  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
their  own  ahoosing  for  the  next 
four  years.  The  Speaker  of  the 
House  in  tum  appoints  chairmen 
of  committees  who  will  be  coo- 


If  the  leadership  of  these 
committees  remains  anti-life  - 
that  is  oposition  to  protecting 
the  most  vulnerable  ana 
defenseless  among  us  in  our 
state,  the  unborn,  and  opposi¬ 
tion  to  the  fact  that  human  life 
begins  at  conception  or  fertil¬ 
ization  —  then  Mississippi  will 
likely  continue  to  move  down 
in  ranks  as  a  prolife  state.

Galatians  4:1-7 

The  verses  in  Galatians  give 
us  a  great  understanding  of  the 
purpose  of  the  death  of  Christ  In 
verses  4-5a  we  read  "But  when 
the  fullness  of  the  time  came, 
God  sent  forth  His  Soil  bom  of  a 
woman,  bom  under  the  Law,  so 
that  He  might  redeem  those  who 
were  under  die  Law."  (NASB) 
The  fullness  of  time  tells  us  that 
the  tuning  was  perfect.  Jesus 
came  at  the  opportune  time  for 
God  to  present  His  redemptive 
Wan.  Jesus  came  not  only  as 
God's  Sen,  but  also  as  one  bom  of 
a  woman,  bom  under  the  law. 
The  eternal  Son  of  God  added 
humanity  to  His  deity.  Not  only 
redemption  but  adoption!  The 
last  part  of  verse  5,  "that  we 
might  receive  the  adoption  as 
sons."(NAS8),  is  an  intentional 


act  from  God  on  man's 
behalf.  I  have  friends  who 
have  adopted  children 
and  they  assure  me,  the 
process  is  laborious  and  Bo 
intensive.  Adoption  does 
not  happen  accidently.  In  this 
passage,  our  intentional  adoption 
by  Goa  allows  us  the  privilege  to 
call  God,  Abba,  Father  or  Daddy. 
We  are  His  children  forever. 

1  John  L5-9 

This  part  of  the  lesson  helps 
us  to  recognize  and  remember 
the  light  that  Jesus  brings  to  us  in 
salvation.

Someone  has  said:  "What 
you  are  doing  speaks  so  loud 
that  I  can  not  near  what  you  are 
saying."

What  Are  You  Building  Your

(Jeremiah  22:13-14, 17) 

The  Lord's  words  were  cut¬ 
ting,  especially  to  the  upper 
class  of  people  in  Judah,  they 


were  making  an  ostenta¬ 
tious  show  of  building 
very  large,  spacious 
houses  for  show.  They 
were  proclaiming  their  Si 
riches  to  anyone  who 
would  see  the  houses.  Jeremiah 
proclaimed  that  this  "show"  of 
luxury  was  something  built 
upon  oppressive  practices. 
Slave  labor  was  used  to  build 
that  which  was  to  give  credit  to 
the  owner.  The  trutn  of  the  mat¬ 
ter  was  there  was  a  very  ugly 
side  .j  these  buildings. 

Jehu  said  to  an  ally,  "Come  see 
how  zealous  I  am  for  the  Lend." 
That  seems  to  be  the  cry  of  folks 
today.  I  want  you  to  see  how 
zealous  I  am  for  the  Lord.  When 
you  view  my  life,  I  want  you  to 
see  the  good  side,  not  how  I  real¬ 
ty  am.  Our  reputation  needs  to 
be  built  upon  real  faith  that  has 
us  acting  like  we  say  we  are. 


cleanse  us  from  all 


unrighteousness. 
What  a  promise.  Our 
part  is  to  confess,  and 
he  is  faithful.  We  can¬ 
not  walk  in  God's  light 
unless  we  tum  from 
walking  in  our  own 
darkness.  Coming  to 
God  in  salvation  means 
confession  and  repejv 
Bowman  tance.  Continuing  to 
walk  with  him  means 
confession  and  repentance.  One 
of  my  favorite  hymns  1  remem¬ 
ber  bom  my  church  in  Ethel  is 
"Heavenly  Sunlight".

The  chorus  remind  us, 
"  Heavenly  Sunlight  Heavenly 
Sunlight,  Flooding  my  soul  with 
Glory  divine,  HalleKijalu  I  am 
rejoicing.  Singing  His  praises, 
Jesus  is  mine!. 


What  Does  it  mean 
to  know  the  Lord? 
(Jeremiah  22:15-16) 
Jeremiah  brought 
a  message  from  the 
Lord  that  would  lead 
one  to  think  the  Lord 
did  not  believe  that 
the  king  was  behav¬ 
ing  as  a  king  should. 
Having  a  palace  does 
Simmons  not  a  king  make. 

Jehoiakim  was 

engaged  in  activities  that 
demonstrated  a  very  indul¬ 
gent  lifestyle.

God's  love  for  us  is  limitless. 
He  calls  us  His  children.  Not  chil¬ 
dren  bom  of  a  physical  birth  but 
a  supernatural,  indescribable, 
beautiful  experience;  God's  chil¬ 
dren.  We  have  today  with  His 
guidance  a  future  with  Him  in 
Heaven.  Regardless  of  the  experi¬ 
ence  with  biological  or  adoptive 
parents  on  earth.
